“POWER OF SREvIT. 


“OUR FINANCIAL SYSTEM: 


At the weekly meeting of the Liver- 
pool Rotary Club at the Compton 
Hotel the speaker was Major C.-H. 
Douglas, author of -“Credit Power 
and Democracy.” His subject was 


{Credit and Prices in Kelation to 


War and Industry.” Mr. James 
Blackledge presided over a large at- 
tendante of members. 7 

Major Douglas, whose address was 
followed with close attention, pointed 
out that credit was the agency which 
controlledall production and thepower 
of issutog or witholding credit was the 
greatest social influence which existed 
to-day, considered in relation to its 
alternative. aspect—the power af 
making prices. Neither the isue of 
credit nor the control of price-making, 
was in the hands of the publie for 
which the industrial system funda- 
mentally” existed. As a matter of 
fact both of these enormons powers 
were quite definitely used in an anti- 
publi¢ manner. That was to saz 
Prices were made as high as pessible 
and credit was restricted so that the 
public paid the highest price lor its 
use of them and it was undoubted 
that the credit so used was derived 
from the public itself. 

It was the working of the credit 
system as we had it to-day which 
produced the situation that : no 
country could dispose of its own pro- 
duction to its own people at a price 
which the system forced it to, and 
consequently’ the need for export 
markets was a growing one, and was 
the fundamental canse of modern 
war. The dilemma in which states- 
men were placed was, firstly, that 
either they must face growing un- 
employment. or, secondly, that they 
must make such  arrangemenis 
as would obtsin a grewing share 
of the diminishing foreign market, 
which made it inevitable that they 
should sooner or later choose the 
easiest way out, which was war, the 
fundamental nature of which was to 
provide for the minimum return in 
goods, as war used up the rroduction 
as fast as it was made. : 


There was no exit from: this dilem- 

ma except by the modification of the 
financial systm, which could enly te 
brought about by the recognition of the 
fact that financiers and money were 
merely the mechanism for the distribu- 
tion of goods, and were not the ccn- 
. trolling factor in the modern world. 
It was obvious to anybody that we 
hed an encrmous demand for goods 
and an enormous capacity to supply 
the goods, and yet we had millions of 
unemployed who were only too 
atixious to make those goods. There 
must be. something which stood in 
between this need to be filled and this 
capacity to produce, and thst was the 
financial system, and nothing else.

56,L00-TON WHITE STAR LINER. 


WoRLD's 


The “ Majestic,” which will be the 
largest. vessel in the world, is now 
nearing completion and will take her 
place next spring in the White Star 
Line’s mail and passenger service be- 
tween. Southampton, Cherbourg, and 
New York, With a length over all of 
956ft, a height from ke2l to boat deck 
of 102£t, anda breadth of over 100ft, 
the “Majestic” will have a gross 
tonnage of about 56,000, and a dis- 
placement of 64,000 tons when loaded 
to her marks. The turbine engines will 
develop a maximum of 100,000 bp. 
and it is intended that she shall have
